His statement of these reasons 
i^imade at the suggestion of Mr. Gompers 
wiho thinks that some harm is being done 
iip this country by “misinformation gather­ 
ed by returning travelers during closely 
supervised tours in Russia.” 
If the secre­ 
tary of state would tell the people again 
wily rthe soviet is not recognized, the evil 
eilifedts of this misinformation would be off­ 
set, in Mr. Gomper’ opinion. So Mr. Hughes 
repeats the indictment, beginning with the 
"fyrsfiinical 
exercise 
of power” by the 
soviet regime and declaring that “those in 
c<$itii>l at Moscow have not given up their 
original purpose 
of destroying 
existing 
governments 
wherever they 
can do so 
tljroiighout the world.” 
*We do not see how 
any 
level-headed 
American can reject impatiently and whol­ 
ly^ as so many Americans do, Mr. Hughes’ 
siftnrhary of the Russian situation. 
The 
w id e thing, so far as American recogni­ 
tion^ concerned, hinges upon certain ques­ 
tions of fact. Is it true that Russia is being 
governed by a tyrannical minority in de­ 
fiance of the wishes of the masses of the 
Russian people? 
Is it true that the Mos­ 
cow government is still trying to destroy 
existing 
governments 
throughout 
the 
worid? 
If these things 
and the other 
things that Mr. Hughes alleges are true, 
then we ought not to recognize Russia. Cer­ 
tainly Mr. Hughes is in better position to 
obt&in accurate information as to the real 
state of affairs in Russia than the American 
travelers who visit that country from time 
to time and make 
tours 
here and there 
through Russian territory with the soviet 
authorities probably arranging things so 
thats these travelers shall see only what 
the (Soviet wishes them to see. 
Hence Mr. Hughes’ conclusion cannot be 
waved aside but must be accepted by all 
except those who are pro-Russsian rather 
than pro-American.

THROUGH OZARKS

Impressed 
By 
Scenery and Industiy.

JOPLIN, 
Aug. 
2.—“Missouri’s 
Ozark region is truly a land of a 
million smiles, wonders 
of nature, 
beautiful scenery, and “real folks”, 
Is the unanimous opinion 
of 
the 
party of students of the School of 
Journalism, which completed a ten 
day tour of the Ozarks of Southwest 
Missouri. The students piloted their 
Fords into Joplin at six o’clock last 
Saturday evening, completing a 500 
mile tour of the Ozarks. 
Twenty years ago a region of hills 
lightly touched by civilization, ten 
years ago rapidly growing in popu­ 
larity as a sum m er 
resort district, 
and today a land of resorts and sum­ 
m er camps, bustling with industry, 
into 
which 
educational 
facilities 
have a t last found their way has de­ 
veloped. 
The history of the growth cf the 
Ozark region dates from the erection 
of the huge dam sixty feet high at 
PowerBite, 
building 
Lake 
Taney­ 
v i l l e and harnessing the w aters of 
the W hite River to provide cheap 
electricity for hundreds of towns of 
Southw est 
Missouri. 
Erected 
in 
1914, reports of the beautiful lake, 
and an interest in this construction 
project brought tourists, and 
cam­ 
pers to the district. 
W ith the tour­ 
ists came new ideas, a better civiliza 
tion, and the discovery of resources 
passed unnoticed for years by 
the 
natives of the hills. 
For genereations 
these 
natives 
dwelled among t h e .hills not realiz­ 
ing the vast stores of wealth in the 
coils. 
A simple country folk, the 
“hill billies,” living their lives of 
peaceful contentment, i;: a m inature 
world of their own surrounded by 
th e hills. 
Trading at the nearest 
country store, and raising 
enough 
produce on their small farms for ex­ 
istence, these folk lived in a district 
blessed in the creation of things by 
some of natures most beautiful scen­ 
ery. 
Education was a small m atter. 
A slight knowledge of agriculture, 
and sometimes not that, was all that 
w as needed for existence. 
Satisfied 
w ith their lot, the m aintenance of 
dom estic relations being their only 
problem, they gave never a care to 
the affairs of the outside world. 
A story is told In these Ozark re­ 
gions which illustrates tho attitude 
of these hill folk.

w ere first introduced into the region

Twenty miles from the Mlssouri- 
Arkansas line on the shore of Lake 
Taneycomc in the heart of the Shep­ 
herd of the Hills country, Branson, 
neat and delightful with a popula­ 
tion of 900, nestles among the hills 
In the valley of the W hite River. 
As host to more than Ave thousand 
tourists, campers, and 
vacationists 
each summer, the town is in 
the 
center of the W hite River resorts 
and the nearest railroad 
point 
to 
the many beautiful resorts along the 
lake. 
In the heart of the district 
made world famous by Harold Bell 
W right, author of the Shepherd of 
tho Hills” and “The Calling of Dan 
Mathews,” the district is made more 
interesting and enjoyable to the visi­ 
tor because of the impressions that 
a reader of those volumnes has con­ 
ceived of the district and of the lo­ 
calized points of interest which he 
may see for himself. 
Presbyterian Hill, once inhabitat- 
ed only by a few scattered native 
families is dotted with cottages and 
sumer homes, some privately owned 
and others rented to campers.

however,

this reply in their answ er to the 


| (ions, to which his m ajesty’s govern­ 
m ent had eagerly looked forward. 
"It is apparent that many w eeks 
may easily be 
consumed in 
the 
prelim inary interchange of opinions 
betw een the allies on the lines now' 
foreshadowed by the latter, before 
any effective step can be taken lo 
term inate the present situation. 
"His m ajsty’s governm ent cannot 
too often repeat that w hile regard­ 
ing the interests of their allies, as 
bound up in our own, and shrinking

"We see Germany rotting to ruin, 
Lapsing into Irreparable decay, car­ 
rying w ith it all prospects of econo­ 
m ic recovery, not m erely for Ger­ 
many but for Europe.
